The Navy reported lasl night that 
enemy troops, using lanks and 
heavy arlillery b a r r a g e , ihrew 
themselves against the western de- 
fense lines five times Friday night 
and Saturday morning. 


Each time Ihey were hurled back. 
The first four attacks were re- 
pulsed by Army and Marine corps 
troops and arllilery balleries, which 
deslroyed five enemy lanks. There 
was no menlion of American tanks 
in action.

The land fighting which started 


on Guadalcanal Friday night was 
pr"neded by an aerial attack during 
which our Grumman "Wildcats de- 
stroyed an entire fighter escort of 
20 'eros, shot down one of 16 enemy 
bombers and d a m a g e d three 
others. 


We are willingly placing the 


lives of millions of our boys in 
the hands of our military lead- 
ers. Upon the success of these 
leaders depends the future of 
these boys and every man, wo- 
•man and child in our country 
The responsibility placed upon 
the shoulders of these leaders 
is almost more than men can 
bear. 
To do less 
than 
give 


them complete control and co- 
operation would be 
not 
only 


foolish but fatal. 
These men 
are as sincere, honest, capable 
and determined as any men I 
have ever known. 
The Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Mr. Knox, the 
Secretary of War, Mr. Stimson, 
the 
Chief 
of Staff, General 
Marshall, the Chief of Naval 
Operations, Admiral King, and 
other high ranking officers are 
unanimous in the opinion that 
;t would be a very grave mis- 
take to pass any 
bill 
which 


would lake beer 
and liquor 
away from the camps, where 
they are able to exerl conlrol. 
They are convinced that lo do 
this would simply mean that 
boys would purchase liquor in 
towns and cities outside 
the 


prohibited area and from boot- 
leggers in the area adjacent to 
camps. They state that condi- 
tions would be much worse un- 
der these circumstances. It is 
not a question of whether the 
boys are to have liquor or not 
have it—the question is, 
are 
they to get it from 
sources 


which can be controlled by the 
authorities or are they to get 
it otherwise. 


"When the Lee Amendment 
was first proposed, I was in 
favor of its passage, but if you 
could have sat across the table 
fr9m General Marshall and Ad- 
miral King as I did a few days 
ago and had heard these sincere 
men say that this act would be 
a very serious mistake, explain- 
ing their reasons, I feel 
that 


you would have agreed with me 
that they were in a position to 
know more about this than do 
we. Their records show that the 
physical condition of the men in 
this army is better than in any 
other army we or any nation 
has ever had. For instance, the 
percentage of cases of social 
diseases—the curse of all arm- 
ies throughout history—is less 
than one-half of that in World 
War No. 1. This is evidence of 
competent supervision and at- 
tention. The records also show 
that the attendance at religious 
services is more than twice that 
of the average church attend- 
ance in the United States as a 
whole. 


"I do not believe that any per- 
son is more sincerely interested 
in the proper care of the boys 
in this army than am I. Right 
now, I have a brother, a broth- 
er-in-law, and a nephew in the 
service, and additional mem- 
bers of my family will enter 
the service when the draft age
